B e r lin , Jan. 8.—The Dowager Em ­ 
press Augusta of Germany died at 4:30 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon from 
the 
effects of influenza, from which she had 
been suffering for several days.

It gave new life to the players, protected 
the players and stockholders alike, made 
the latter feel secure in their investments, 
and the honest rivalry grew in intensity 
year after year.

national agreement was 
framed the buying and selling of players 
tras a thing undreamed of. 
It was not 
until three years after the compact bind­ 
ing all the clubs in the land to live up to 
their contracts had been formally signed 
tnat Al Reach Jestingly remarked that he 
would give a certain amount tor a well­ 
known player. 
The offer was accepted 
and then began the traffic which is natur­ 
ally obnoxious, but which is impossible to 
control or regulate. 
Director Conant, of 
tbs Boston club, in his eagerness to take 
the pennant to the Hub is in a measure re­ 
sponsible for the great amount of just dis­ 
content over such a practice. It is claimed 
that the league “magnates," as they are 
called, have become wealthy from the 
receipts of the game and consequently 
arrogant and selfish; that their demands 
entirely exceed the louads of reason as 
far as the rights of the players are con­ 
cerned. 
Figures compiled by a statistician 
purport to show that of twenty-two clubs 
admitted to membership in the league 
since 1876, all but four, Chicago, Boston, 
New York, and Philadelphia, have lost 
money. 
Chicago is credited with a profit 
of $175,000; Boston, $2*25,00<»; New York, 
$200,000, and Philadelphia, $50,000. The 
table follows:

Slavic's Fight with Smith. 
American pugilists have long claimed 
they could no- obtain fair play In England. 
Australian pugilists will probably become 
imbued with a similar conviction after 
Slavin’s experience with 
Smith, 
near 
Bruges, Belgium. 
That he had Smith 
well beaten, and would have knocked him 
out but for the intervention of the notor­ 
ious “ Brummagem gang** is plain from 
the reports telegraphed, but that is not 
to be wondered at since Slavin is nodonbt 
a good man in a pugilistic sense, while 
Jem Smith is one of the worst of ex­ 
ploded phenomena. 
Back of him thoro 
has long been a set of the most notorious 
toughs in England, mm with as little 
sense of fair play as a pack of wolves. 
The reports show that they were In full 
force at th9 ring side and under the cir­ 
cumstances Slavin was probably lucky to 
escape with his life. 
If the referee had 
done his duty the fight would have been 
given to Slavin, but, like the toughs back 
of Smith, he seems to have been another 
illustration of “ British fair play." 
A London cable says the ruffianly con­ 
duct of Jem Smith's friends at the ring­ 
side has disgusted every lover of fair play 
in the kingdom, and the an just and cow­ 
ardly decision of the referee declaring the 
fight a draw instead of giving the stakes 
to Slavin, who had his man whipped from 
the start, has added to the exasperation of 
sporting men. 
One good result has come 
from the fight, however, which affords a 
good deal of consolation to all men who 
take interest in pugilistic matters. 
The 
status of Smith as a fighter is as definitely 
settled as though he had won the bat­ 
tle easily and fairly, or had been knocked 
out, 
as 
he 
certainly 
woald 
have 
been 
had 
the 
fight 
been 
per­ 
mitted to go on. 
All accounts of the mill 
agree that Smith was not in it, and this 
fact, together with the action of th# thugs 
who went to the ring-side in his behalf to 
prevent his boing whipped, will render it 
imjiossible for him to ever again obtain re­ 
putable backing, while every pugilist of 
reputation will be abuntantly Justified in 
treating his attempts to arrange a fight 
with contempt. 
When the news of the fight was received 
at the Pelican club in London, not a man 
present had a word to say for Smith, 
while every one praised Slavin, ’■ who had 
bested the alleged champion, and at the 
same time held his own against Smith's 
mob of cut throats who surrounded the 
ring. 
It was immediately proposed to 
raise a testimonial fund or £500 for Slavin 
and £200 of the snm was subscribed by 
those present within fifteen minutes.
